Some of our older, citizens will be inter- 
ested in the following account of the death 
qf Henry irrnzer who was n resident of 
Lake county incur years p^o. 
\ Henry E. Manzer,.whp for many years 
has been 'one. oE-tbe leading"^ citizens of 
Vernon county, Mo., ended his life last 
Friday 'evening oa his "farm afDeerGeldi 
inftbe western part of the county, by 
throwing himself into a paol of water tbree 
gusiters of a mile from h£* borne, where 
be had evidently gone for that purpose. 

Mr. Manzer had long been a sufferer 
with spinal trouble, ond * had fi.-adunlly 
grown worse from yerr to yepr, until life 
became almost unbearable, During the 
past year cr so hie Buffering became so in- 
tense at times that hff' could not sleep or 
rest, and for the post few weeks his con- 
dition had been auch that he required 
constant attendants, and his faithful wife 
and loving daughter, were constantly at 
his side. 

He had suffered so long and so severely 
that his body had become very much 
emaciated and he had become ao feeble 
that it was with difficulty that be could 
get around at alt. The terrible suffering' 
which he endured had not only made a 
wreck of him physically, but in his , hours 
ct severest pain be would become tempo- 
rarily unbalanced mentally. These spells 
would only last fdr a few minutes and then 
bis mind would become clear again. 

On several occasions daring the last week 
or two of his illness, when in a fit of tem- 
porary aberration, he would express a de- 
sire to die and be freed from, his pain. 
The members of. the family fearing he 
might do himself barm at these times, 
kept a cIobo watch over him and rarely 
ever was he out of sight of his wife or 
daughter. 

Tbe deceased was sixty-eight years of 
age and had resided in Vernon county 
a number of years. He owned one of the 
largest and best farniB in the county, ad- 
joining the little town of DeerSeld on the 
west. Mr. Manzer had long been recog- 
nized as one of the leading stock men and 
farmers of the county and was one of the 
substantia! citizens. 

He helped organise tbo Farmers' Mutual 
Insurance company of this county and 'for 
years waa its treasurer, but waa finally 
forced to retire from that poait'ion on ac- 
count o£ failing health.

Kx- 
cepllon will doubtless be taken to this 
statement hy many farmers, especial- 
ly thonc who are In the habit of sow- 
ing broadcast a .crop of very late corn 
for fodder, mid mowing It Just In lime 
to" prevent Its being burnt by frost 
Tills lute-corn fodder Is considered by 
many very .excellent ami nutritious 
forage. As u matter of fact, deiiimi- 
si ni ted by analysis, such corn makes 
a very poor feed Btuff, The remilt of 
Home extensive experiments mnde nt 
the Cornell Uoventmcut Jvx pertinent 
Station, nnd analysis at live different 
dates, from Aug. 2 to Sept. 1!4, show 
that there is u large increase of all 
the. elastics of nutrients as tho corn 
proceeds* from tussellng lo ripening, 
ami "Hint uu increase of uitire than 
than200 per cent 'between tlie. periods 
of blooming aiid ripening cannot be ig- 
nored." As well, then, for silage as 
for a fornge crop, Die corn phi i it should 
be cut at about the time the kernels 
begin to blaze. If the corn bears no 
ears, It should nevertheless he allow- 
ed lo attain the Siiliic degere of ma- 
turity.

One is not restrained 
by the proprieties of the presidential 
olllce, nor Is the other held back from 
efforts In which his rival cannot meet 
him. Although the man In olllce obvious- 
ly has some advantages, he clearly labors 
under many obstacles. He must make 
decisions on the troublesome questions of 
current, administration, when the ooUiile 
aspirant need tell what bis policy would 
ho only 'where It suits hi in to do so,—

THE TALK OF MEDIATION. 

Little Proapcct tlmt Other Powcru Will 
Mix In the Ki micro KinbroRlIo. - 

In Its session nt St.' Louis the Inter- 
parliamentary Union adopted two reso- 
lutions, one asking the President of tha 
United States to cull. a new ausalun of 
The Hague conference and the other 
asking the powers to Intervene to effect 
peace In the far Il.ist. The proposal to 
hold another conference at The Hague 
and thus promote the cause of peace gen- 
erally can nroiiHC no opposition. The res- 
olution culling for the intervention of the 
powers In the Russo-Japanese war la an- 
other and far less practicable measure. 

As mutters now stand between the two 
belligerent powers, n Chieiigopaper snyn, 
neither la In n position either to ask 
pence or to listen to otters of friendly 
mediation. .The fortunes of war thus far 
have been distinctly favorable to Japan. 
That nation would not consent to any 
terms of peace which did not involve tho 
expulsion of Russia from Manchuria and. 
the placing of Korea under n Japanese 
protectorate. In all likelihood, the 
Japanese government would require also 
the cession of Sakhalin island and tha 
right to control the Port Arthur brunch 
of the Siberian railway. Russia, while 
It has met heavy reverses, hna experienc- 
ed no such disastrous defeat as would 
lead It to consider such terms, it would 
decline to admit that, it has been defeat- 
ed or that fnt ure campaigns may not 
give It a decisive victory over Its enemy. 

Unfortunately, moreover, none of the 
great powers seems to bo la a position 
which would enable It to intervene with- 
out nroiMbiK the distrust and antagonism 
of one or the other of the belligerents. 
An offer of mediation from Great Brit- 
ain, Japan's ally, would be obnoxious to 
Russia. A similar offer from France, 
the ally s*t Russia, would be equally ob- 
noxious to Jupnn. The Kaiser's atti- 
tude, which, Is generally understood to 
he distinctly favorable to Russia, would 
cause Japan to distrust any exercise of 
mediatory powers on the part of Ger- 
many and probably of either Austria or 
Itnly, which arc more or less under Ger- 
man Influence, There remains the Unit- 
ed Stiites, but there is at present in 
Russia n strong disposition to regard 
the American attitude as more or less 
hostile,'

Democrata and free-tmdera are fond of 
taunting Protectionists itnd Republicans 
with the assertion Unit it is claimed that 
the Republican party is responsible for 
good harvests.

The American Agricultur- 
ist, one of the highest authorities in the 
country announces that tha value of our 
agricultural products will probably this 
year eiceed that of any previous year in 
our history. Yet our crops in amount will 
■ not be extraordinary, nor have tbev "been 
during tbe past few years. In 1S96 the 
corn crop in particular measured nearly a 
billion bushels more than some years since, 
and yet in value the farmer only received 
about one-half which he has been receiving 
for the past few years. This h where the 
Republicans' claim, that the. tariff is a 
benefit to the farmer, is fully substantiated. 
The full measure of employment which has 
been enjoyed by our working classes dor* 
inp; the post few years, the high wages 
nnd the consequent hick standard of living 
have given us a home market and a pur 
chasing power which has brought to the 
farmer this large prosperity and great re- 
ward in return for his labors. 

The farmers of the United States ac- 
cording to a census basis will this year 
receive nearly six billions of dollars in re- 
turn for their labor, and if we should 
^include in this estimate tbe value of what 
the farmer' himself and his family consume 
the amount would approximate tbe stapend 
ous sum of ten billions of dollars. These 
figures are indeed marvelous, but none the 
lean true. Yet they would be cut in half, 
were we living under the operation of low 
tariff or what- would be the same thing, 
free trade. , 



v President Roosevelt, according to his 
very vigorous and brilliant letter ofac^ 
'•ceptfcnce, isn't quite sure what the issues 
axe in tbe present campaign. Herein he 
is in tbe same boat with most of his 
countrymen. It bos been predicted that if 
the Republicans continue in power for 
another four years they will have absorbed 
all the issues. The President is quite right 
in assuming that if he is elected next 
November tbe people thereby endorse his 
administration, and be gives notice that 
he will continue right on in the future 
just as be has in the past. There is n ring 
of certainty and determination in his letter 
which is very reassuring, and which will 
go far to settle men's minds and enable 
them to forecast the future. The old world 
is informed, too, by inference, that America 
is alive, and fully prepared to safeguard 
her interests everywhere under tbe sun.

' In some States there are county laws 
which make it obligatory for those In 
charge of the roads to see that road- 
side -weeds are cut twice during the 
growing season, first before July and 
tho second time before the llrst of 
September. It would be well If such 
a law wijs In force hi ull sections, 
and ' yet ' the lighting of obnoxious 
weeds seems to be one of those things 
for which no liiw should be recpjlred. 
Farmers ought to he more than will- 
ing to combine among themselves for 
inutuul protection', even going so. far 
us to cut the' weeds In front of the 
farm of any man who will not do the 
work himself. This would not need to 
he done very often, for sbume^would 
soon compel such a man to do his 
duly. 

The main trouble with weeds, how- 
ever, Is M'ltb such as are allowed to 
grow inside the fence line, for few 
farmers are willing to upend the time 
necessary to rid their farms of these. 
Combine with each other to rid the 
roadside of weeds, and then let every 
man take care' of those Inside the 
fence and elsewhere on Ids farm. If 
this weed lighting was done systemati- 
cally Instead of spasmodically, it 
would not rutin I re ninny years to de- 
cidedly lessen the weed crop and ma- 
terially Increase the valuable crops as 
well us save much tabor. — Exchange.
